1 . AS PRESAGED REF A., DEPT. IS UNDERTAKING MAJOR CAMPAIGN 

TO MOBILIZE MAXIMUM SUPPORT FOR, WHILE MINIMIZING OPPOSITION 
TO, ISRAEL'S ASSIGNMENT BY 19TH GENERAL CONFERENCE (GC) OF 
UNESCO (NAIROBI, OCTOBER 26 - NOVEMBER 30) TO EUROPEAN 
REGION. APPROACHES HAVE ALREADY BEEN MADE TO ROMANIA 
(REF. B), WHICH WAS LISTED AS "ABSENT" DURING 18TH GC VOTE 
TO ADMIT ISRAEL TO EUROPEAN REGION, AND SWEDEN (REF. C), 

WHICH VOTED FOR ISRAEL. DEPT. HAS ALSO REQUESTED 
REPRESENTATIONS TO WESTERN MEMBERS OF EUROPEAN REGION WHICH 
ABSTAINED, WERE "ABSENT" OR, IN CASE OF SPAIN, VOTED AGAINST 
ISRAEL AT 18TH GC (SEPTEL). ADDITIONAL APPROACHES ARE 
UNDER CONSIDERATION WITH RESPECT TO YUGOSLAVIA AND THE 
OTHER EASTERN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES THAT VOTED AGAINST 
ISRAEL, AS WELL AS USSR. 
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2. THESE INITIATIVES SHOULD BE WELCOMED BY INFORMAL 
INFORMATION GROUP (IG), CREATED TO FACILITATE WEO COLLABORA- 
TION WITHIN UNESCO. GREAT MAJORITY OF MEMBERS (INCLUDING 
SWEDEN AND ALL ADDRESSEES EXCEPT FRANCE, WHICH ABSTAINED) 

VOTED FOR ISRAEL AT 18TH GC AND HAVE BEEN URGING US TO MAKE 
REPRESENTATIONS ON UNESCO ISSUES TO WIDE RANGE OF MEMBER 
GOVERNMENTS, INCLUDING THEIR OWN, AS MEANS OF FOCUSSING 
ATTENTION ON 19TH GC WELL IN ADVANCE OF OPENING. WE EXPECT, 
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OF COURSE, THAT WE S WILL CONTINUE TO GIVE THEIR EULL 
SUPPORT TO ISRAEL AND BELIEVE THAT OUR JOINT EEEORT WOULD BE 
CONSIDERABLY ENHANCED BY PARALLEL ACTION ON THEIR PART. 

3. ADDRESSEE POSTS, EXCEPT EMBASSY PARIS, ARE REQUESTED TO 
SEEK EARLY OPPORTUNITY TO INEORM HOST GOVERNMENTS (DRAWING 
ON REETELS) OF MAJOR CAMPAIGN WE ARE UNDERTAKING, INVOLVING 
REPRESENTATIONS WHEREVER THERE IS ANY PROSPECT OF SUCCESS. 
CIRCULAR INSTRUCTIONS HAVE ALREADY BEEN SENT TO LATIN 
AMERICAN, ASIAN AND AERICAN POSTS, AND OTHERS ARE 
CONTEMPLATED. HOST GOVERNMENTS MAY BE ASSURED THAT THEY 
WILL BE KEPT INEORMED OF PROGRESS. POSTS SHOULD REQUEST 
MAXIMUM ASSISTANCE IN WAYS HOST GOVERNMENTS BELIEVE WOULD 
BE MOST HELPEUL, WHETHER BY MAKING DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTA- 
TIONS IN THEIR OWN CAPITALS, IN OTHER CAPITALS, OR 

IN PARIS, THROUGH THEIR PERM DELS. WE ARE MINDFUL OF 
POSSIBILITY THAT SOME COUNTRIES MAY BE SUBJECT TO "OVERKILL " 
BUT BELIEVE THIS RISK IS NEGLIGIBLE IN COMPARISON WITH 
IMPORTANCE OE LEAVING NO STONE UNTURNED TO ACHIEVE OUR 
GOAL. IN ADDITION TO EASTERN EUROPEANS, PRIME TARGETS 
SHOULD BE THOSE WESTERN EUROPEAN MEMBERS THAT DID NOT 
SUPPORT ISRAEL AT 18TH GC; TURKEY, GREECE, PORTUGAL, SPAIN, 
MONACO, PRANCE, CYPRUS AND MALTA.

HOST GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSE, PARTICULARLY EPPORTS THEY 
INTEND TO MAKE ON BEHALP OP OUR COMMON GOAL.

OTHER PERM DELS TO MAKE STRONG RECOMMENDATIONS POR SUPPORT
